Medication and psychotherapy can 
cure 80 percent of depression, yet 
fewer than a third of depressed people 
seek help.

Utah bill will eliminate 
smoking in public places

While the Environmental Protection 
Agency urges nonsmokers to cut 


. down their exposure to secondhand 


smoke, a Provo legislator is preparing 
to introduce legislation that will make 
the majority of public places in Utah 
smoke-free. 

Jordan Tanner, state representative 
for District 63 in Provo, will sponsor 
a bill in the session that begins on Jan. 
17 that was: developed to protect 
Utahns from secondhand smoke. 

The bill is based on a Vermont law 
that is the first in the United States to 
comprehensively ban tobacco smoke. 
When the Vermont law goes into full 
effect Jan. 1, 1995, it will ban smok- 
ing in all public places with the 
exception of cabarets, he said. 

The Utah bill has more exceptions, 
including all private clubs, all frater- 
nal organizations, and all hotels and 
motels with the exception of common 
areas. Provisions are also made for 
companies with less than 10 employ- 
ees to develop their own smoking pol- 
icy on a volunteer basis, Tanner said. 

Secondhand smoke is smoke 
exhaled by smokers or given off from 
a burning cigarette, pipe or cigar. 
Also known as environmental tobacco 
smoke, it contains more than 4,000 
substances, 40: of which are know to 
cause cancer in humans or animals, 
according to the EPA. 

“It is estimated to cause 3,000 lung 


cancer deaths among nonsmokers 
every year in the U.S. today,” said 
Vaughn Whatley, an EPA spokesman. 

In recent years the EPA has consis- 
tently ranked indoor air pollution 
among the top five environmental 
risks to public health. According to an 
EPA fact sheet, tobacco is responsible 
for 434,000 deaths per year in the 
United States. 

Because secondhand smoke is a 
known cause of lung cancer in 
humans, the EPA has classified it as a 
Group A carcinogen. 

“Those with the most serious risk 
are children, people with respiratory 
illnesses and the elderly. Of those 
groups, infants and young children 
are the most seriously affected by 
environmental tobacco smoke,” he 
said. 

The EPA is most concerned with 
smoking regulations in day-care cen- 
ters, schools and in the work place, 
Whatley said. 

“Just so people understand that it is 
not just the EPA saying this, 21 other 
federal agencies have reviewed and 
agree with our conclusions,” he said. 

The main point is that exposure to 
secondhand smoke is a serious health 
risk and a substantial public health 
hazard, he said. 

Because of the health risks involved 
both Tanner and Sen. Robert 
Montgomery, a retired surgeon who 
will sponsor the bill in the Utah 
Senate, are anxious to see it made into 
law.

Better job market © 
boosts Incomes; 
Americans spend big.

WASHINGTON — Just in time for 
holiday shopping, Americans’ 
incomes are increasing in response to 
a gradually improv- 
ing job market. 

Consumers spent 
liberally in 
October, especially 
for big-ticket items 
such as automo- 
biles and appli- 
ances: New homes 
also sold briskly, 
although more 
slowly. than the 
month before when 
sales soared to a 
four-year high. 

“People are cer- 
tainly willing to 
spend whatever 
increase in pay they 
get and more,” said 
economist Sandra 
Shaber. of The 
WEFA Group of 
Bala-Cynwyd, Pa. “It’s starting to feel 
like a real recovery.” 

Personal income rose 0.6 percent, 
the third increase in a row, to a sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate of $5.47 
trillion, the Commerce Department 
said Thursday. 

Consumer spending, meanwhile, 
advanced for the seventh consecutive 
month, rising 0.8 percent to a $4.47 
trillion annual rate. 

In a separate report, the department 
said new home sales fell 6.5 percent 
to a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
679,000. But sales remained well 
above last year’s pace and the decline

economy. The big October advance 
supports analysts’ predictions of a 
fourth-quarter economic growth rate 
of more than 4 percent. That would 
more than double the average growth 
of 1.8 percent 
during the first 
nine months of 
the year. 

However, 
economists 
warned that con- 
sumers are bor- 
rowing and dip- 
ping into savings 
for a portion of 
their spending 
power and proba- 
bly will need to 
retrench some- 
what after the hol- 
idays. 


“Consumers are 
in better spirits 
and that will keep 
the spending good 
through the 
important holiday season. But after- 
ward I think there will be a bit of a 
breather,” said economist Stuart G. 
Hoffman of PNC Bank Corp.-in 
Pittsburgh. “The economy won’t go 
into neutral but it will throttle back a 
bit.” 

Nevertheless, Thursday’s positive 
economic news flustered financial 
markets. It supported the growing 
belief that the Federal Reserve will 
nudge short-term interest rates higher 
early next year to quell any chance of 
inflation reigniting. 

“I think there is a greater than 50 
percent chance they will move in the 
first quarter,” said economist Lynn 
Reaser of First Interstate Bancorp in 
Los Angeles. “The Federal Reserve: 
wants to be pre-emptive. They don’t 
want to wait until inflationary pres- 
sures are building. At that point it 
would be too late.” 

October income gains were driven 
partly by an increase in farm subsidy 
payments but also by a healthy 0.5 
percent gain in wages and salaries.

New test could screen cells for cancer 


BOSTON — Scientists have tracked down a flawed gene that causes about 
10 percent of all colon cancer, one of the most common inherited disorders, and 
say it should quickly lead to the first broadly used genetic screening test. 

They predict that within two years at most, there will be a simple blood test to 
spot people with the defective gene so they can be carefully watched for signs _ 
of cancer. Colon cancer is easily stopped if found soon enough. 

' Experts say this is the first genetic screening test that will be used on a large 
scale. 

It was discovered separately by two teams of scientists: Dr. Bert Vogelstein 
and Dr. Kenneth Kinzler of Johns Hopkins University and Dr. Richard 
Kolodner of Dana-Farber Cancer Institute in Boston and Dr. Richard Fishel of 
the University of Vermont. 


Severe flu strain hits U.S. early 


ATLANTA — A harsh flu strain already has made an appearance this year in 
17 states, though the season for fevers and aches has barely begun. 
. Federal health officials Thursday recommended vaccinations for people at 
highest risk of death from flu, including the elderly and people with chronic 
diseases. 
' “When the predominant strain is the Beijing, a lot of the population tends to 
be susceptible,” said Nancy Arden, chief of influenza epidemiology for the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. “Things seem to be happen- 
ing a little bit earlier than usual this season.” 
| The flu season typically begins in November. Outbreaks usually don’t occur 
until December or January. The season got off to a surprise start when 
Louisiana reported outbreaks of the Beijing flu in August. 

“There is still an opportunity for people to get vaccinated before they’re 
exposed to the virus,” Arden said. “It can’t hurt.” 


Hill AFB to repair Hornet fighter jets 


HILL AIR FORCE BASE — A critical piece to the puzzle of Hill Air Force 
Base’s future flew in this week. 

An FA-18 Hornet fighter jet arrived for repairs Wednesday — the first of 
more than 240 FA-18s Hill will repair over the next five years under a $61 mil- 
lion maintenance contract with the Navy. 

An aircraft maintenance contract with another branch of the military is a first 
for Hill, and base commanders hope it goes a long way toward proving to 
defense officials that Hill is worth keeping open. 

The five-year contract rescues 300 jobs for workers who will improve the air 
frame fatigue life, electrical systems and electromagnetic interference protec- 
tion and will work on paint stripping, repainting and other maintenance work. 

Workers became familiar with the Hornet when-a group of Marines flew in 
recently for exercises at Hill’s Utah Test and Training Range.

A BYU student computer program- 
‘ming team placed second in the 
‘Mountain Region ACM Scholastic 
Programming Contest, qualifying 
them to compete in the international 
finals next March. 

The regional competition, spon- 
sored by the Association for 
Computing Machinery, was conduct- 
ed early in November. 

A total of 29 teams competed at 
three different locations: the 
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University of Calgary, Utah State 
University and the University of 
Colorado at Colorado Springs. 

Each three-member team was 
given five hours to solve eight prob- 
lems of differing complexity. They 
were given only one computer to 
work on, making it necessary to coor- 
dinate their efforts. 

BYU team members Eric Bess, 
Charles Reimers and Cory. Armstrong 
were coached by graduate assistant 
David McKinnon. 

The team members were chosen 
based on a local competition and their 
membership in BYU’s student chap- 
ter of ACM, an international organi- 
zation of computer science profes- 
sionals. 

“We knew that there were some 
teams who had a lot of experience 
with the ACM, ,so we did not expect 
to make it to internationals,” Bess 
said. “But after a couple hours of 
programming, we realized that we 
had a much better chance.” 

BYU’s team placed first at the 
USU site and came in second to the 
University of Colorado overall. 

The international competition will 
be in Phoenix during the ACM 
Conference: 

BYU’s team, along with the 
University. of Colorado, will be com- 
peting against approximately 50 
teams from the United States and 
throughout the world. 

“Every team at the international 
level will be very good,’ McKinnon 
said.

Sir Charles ponders retirement, again

PHOENIX — Phoenix Suns star Charles Barkley, speaking in his most 
emphatic terms about retirement, says “it’s time to move on” from basketball 
after this season and his next arena of competition might be politics. — 

Talking in Chicago before the Phoenix Suns’ 132-113 loss to the Bulls on 
Tuesday night at the start of a four-game road trip, the league’s MVP cited 
back problems and recent altercations with patrons at a Scottsdale’ nightclub- 
pool hall. 

“I know when I’ll retire — when this season is finally over,” Barkley said. “I 
don’t want to bother anybody. I don’t want to be bothered. What I really want 
is peace and privacy,” he said. 

Barkley said he may go into politics in his native Alabama. : 

“I want to get in a situation where I can help people,” he said. “Successful 
people should help the less fortunate. Unfortunately, in our society, the rich 
take care of the rich and screw the poor. Sometimes, the people kind of get lost 
and forgotten about.” 

Before the season began, Barkley said he was 99.9 percent sure he wouldn’t 
play after this season. He later tempered that to say he might continue to play if 
the Suns don’t win a championship and if his back feels better. 

“Championship or no championship,” he said, “it’s time to move on.” 

“With the two incidents at the bar, and the way my back has been killing me, 
it’s a real struggle for me right now. It’s been a real frustrating season mentally 
and physically,” Barkley said. : 

The Suns were in Detroit Wednesday for a game against the Pistons Thursday 
night. Hotel operators said Barkley wasn’t registered by name and team spokes- 
woman Julie Fie said she couldn’t get a message to him. 


Badgers’ running attack should move the ball

Birmingham, Ala., and Tokyo, Japan, don’t have much in common. On 
Saturday, though, the two cities will share the spotlight in college football. 

The Southeastern Conference championship will be decided in Birmingham, 
where No. 9 Florida (9-2) plays No. 16 Alabama (8-2-1). The Big Ten title will 
be settled in Tokyo, where No. 10 Wisconsin (8-1-1) meets No. 25 Michigan 
State (6-4). 

Wisconsin can earn its first Rose Bowl berth in 31 years by beating Michigan 
State in the annual Coca-Cola Bowl at the Tokyo Dome. If the Badgers lose, 
they go to the Holiday Bowl and Ohio State goesto the Rose. 

Wisconsin’s strength is its rugged running attack, which leads the Big Ten 
with 247 yards per game. Junior Brent Moss is the nation’s third-leading rusher 
with a 133-yard average and has already set the school’s single-season rushing 
record. 

The Badgers should have no problems moving the ball against Liberty Bowl- 
bound Michigan State, which ranks sixth or lower in every Big Ten defensive 
category. The Spartans have given up an average of 30 points in their last three 
games, including a 38-37 loss to Penn State last week.

Plane crash 
kills 18 


in Minnesota

HIBBING, Minn. — Christmas 
packages were strewn Thursday in the 
wreckage of a commuter plane that 
crashed into a snowy hillside in freez- 
ing drizzle, killing all 18 people on 
board. 

Pieces of the fuselage rested upside 
down as bodies were removed, and 
the relatives of victims gathered at 
churches in this mining town about 
200 miles north of Minneapolis. 

It was the deadliest plane crash in 
the United States since March 22, 
1992, when a USAir Fokker F28 
crashed on takeoff in a snowstorm at 
LaGuardia Airport in New York, 
killing 27 people. 

The twin-engine Jetstream 31 
slammed into a mound of mining 
waste | i/2 miles short of the airport 
Wednesday night. The plane didn’t 
make a distress call. 

Alan Pollock, an NTSB spokesman, 
said it was too early to speculate on 
the cause of the crash. A cockpit 
recorder was recovered and will be 
sent to Washington for examination. 

“The shock is severe in a small 
town,” said the Rev. Francis Zeigler 
of Immaculate Conception Church.

Reports from airport officials, 
friends and relatives showed the vic- 
tims included business travelers, 
vacationers and people visiting 
friends in Minnesota. 
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Geneva equipment failure 
interrupts furnace operation

Geneva Steel announced Thursday 
that an equipment failure will tem- 
porarily interrupt operation of one of 
its two operation blast furnaces. 

The failure, which occurred 
Monday, involved the fracture of a 
38-foot long steel rod used in control- 
ling the flow of raw materials into the 
blast furnace. Iron ore, coke and lime- 
stone are smelted in a blast furnace to 
make molten iron. No injuries result- 
ed from the incident. 

“There*will be some temporary lay- 
offs, but they will be minor,” said 
Mitch Haws, director of Geneva cor- 
porate communications. “As soon as 
the furnace is repaired, those people 
will go back to work.” 

Haws also said the layoffs will 
occur in the steel-making area, not 
with the furnace operators. 

Meanwhile, Geneva will start up its

third blast furnace, which is currently 
idled. 

The third furnace will be used to 
replace production from the damaged 
furnace while repairs are made. 

Start-up of the third furnace is 
expected to be completed in approxi- 
mately three weeks. 

In addition, Geneva is taking several 
steps to minimize the impact of the 
equipment failure on production, 
including increasing production in the 
currently operating blast furnace and 
rolling slabs and ingots from invento- 
ry. 

As a result of the interruption, 
Geneva also estimates operating costs 
will temporarily increase and ship- 
ments decrease by a total of approxi- 
mately 20,000 to 30,000 tons during 
December and January. 

The costs of repairing the damaged 
furnace and starting up of the third 
furnace are expected. to be approxi- 
mately $1 million.
